REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of the file will indicate the difficulty in establishing the patentable 
inventive concept in the present application. The Examiner determined that the 
patentable inventive concept was the use of a material that the extrinsic evidence 
clearly showed to be designed for color stability when exposed to radiation as an 
oxygen sensing device where the material reveals the sensed oxygen subsequent to 
the exposure to radiation through a color change. 
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In other words, it would be counter intuitive for one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not turn to a material known for color stability in this situation to reveal the 
sensing of oxygen through a color change. 

The expression "designed for color stability when exposed to radiation" set forth 
in the claim is not new matter. The substantial amount of extrinsic drawn to the material 
Dow 2081 (the only polycarbonate material set forth in the spec, to be suitable for the 
sensing purposes) made of record in the application file history reflects this well known 
characteristic of this polycarbonate material. Nancy Hermanson, a Dow chemist 
responsible for the development of this material further explained this characteristic of 
the material to the examiner, as is already set forth in the file history. It is the 
understanding of the Examiner that the claim is not limited to this exact polycarbonate 
material, but to other polycarbonate materials designed for color stability when exposed 
to radiation. 

Accordingly, as the material choice for the oxygen sensor is counter-intuitive, 
there would be no reason to choose it for this purpose. The claims were drafted by the 
Examiner to reflect this understanding of the inventive concept. The claims were further 
drafted so as to clearly delineate the difference between the oxygen sensitive device 
and the oxygen sensor.
